Nylon Strips 
May Help 
Walking 


Boston, Oct. 12—(IP)— Strips 
of 


nylon costing about seven cents 
apiece may make walking possible 
for thousands of persons now crip- 
pled by arthritis, in the opinion cf 
two Boston doctors. 
Doctors John G. Kohns and The- 
dore A. Potter reported soccesS' 
ful kneejoint operations last night 
by a method known as "nylon at- 
throplasty." 
They produced a sexhibits three 
patients who had been treated at 
Robert Breck Brigham hospital. AH 
were able to walk normally. 
Dr. Kuhns said that he and Dr. 
Potter resorted to nylon in an ef- 
fort to turn up a durable substance 
to place between the femur (thigh 
bone) and the knee bone of persons 
crippled by arthritis. 
Previously,moscle tissoe.metallic 
plates and other substances 
had 
been used in efforts to maintain 
functioning 
separation 
of 
knee 


bones that tended to grow together. 
"The operation takes about an 


hour and is not a difficult one," 
Dr. Kuhns said."The nylon is sowen 
on and wherever we have to crease 
or pleat it, we pass a cautery, 
which works like a soldering iron 
over the fold."

Washington, Oct. 12 —(/P) — The 


agriculture department is advising 
Arkansas cotton farmers to follow 
closely 
the recommendations of 
their state experts on control of 
boll weevils. 


A. J. Loveland, 
undersecretary 


of agriculture, 
discussed 
weevil 
control in a letter to Senator Ful- 
bright (D-Ark), who had 
passed 
along 
complaints 
by 
Arkansas 
farmers that cotton losses due to 
weevils were 
particularly 
heavy 
this year. 


Fulbright had suggested that the 
department investigate c o n t r o l 
methods to determine if they con- 
tinue to be effective. 
Loveland told Fulbright that the 
department does this very thing, 
that entomologists fronri 12 south- 
ern cotton states meet'cvery year 
and consider the matter. 


Weevil control, Loveland said, is 
complicated by many factors, 
in- 


cluding the presence of other 
in- 
sects. 


He said also ha here was a 
shortage of insecticides in 
some 
areas of the South and that some 
insecticides used did not accom- 
plish the required results. 


"This may account for some of 
the failure to obtain satisfactory 
control," Loveland said. 


He added that some growers ap- 
plied insecticides too late, 
others 
stopped too soon. 
"Where cotton growers followed 


carefully 
the 
measures 
recom- 
mended for boll weevil control by 
the 
entomologists 
in 
Arkansas, 
farily satisfactory crops are being 
produced, even in 
areas 
where
